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Should you want to live on the 
water, keep your boat nearby, if not 
actually in your backyard, and perhaps 
fish from your seawall, Naples offers 
complete fulfillment to these dreams. 
Naples was discovered by boat and for 
many years the community depended on 
cruisers that tied up at the historic Naples 
Pier for supplies, mail and transportation. 
With this background and with the Gulf 
of Mexico on the west, the Bay of Naples 
on the east and the Mangrove Waterway, 
leading to the Ten Thousand Islands to 
the south, it is understandable that those 
living in Naples be water-orientated. 
Yachting, fishing and other water sports 
are not only an integral part of leisure- 
time living but living on the water is a 
way of life zealously sought. by those 
coming to Florida to seek a new horizon! 

This home - on - the - water aspect of 
Naples-living really got under way about 
fifteen years ago when Forrest Walker 
and his sons, Lorenzo and Robert, devel- 
oped Aqualane Shores, the city’s first 
waterfront residential development. Then 
followed plush Port Royal, conceived by 
J. G. Sample who set out to create ‘“‘the 
finest place to live in the nation.’’ Today 
both residential districts are lined with 
homes that have deep water canals at 
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their backdoors and as one cruises along 
these waterways the full scope of boating 
activities is realized. At the northern end 
of Naples is The Moorings of which H. 
Milton Link is president. Located in the 
area adjacent to Mooring’s Pass (formerly 
Doctor’s Pass) and the Tamiami Trail 
this beautiful area fronts on the Gulf of 
Mexico and is interspersed with winding 
canals leading to the Gulf. Now in the 
planning stages is a yacht club which will 
serve residents of The Moorings. 

Throughout the Naples area almost 
all newly developed areas have access to 
the water. On the Eastern Shore is Golden 
Shores, Oyster Bay and financier Peter 
Fuller’s Royal Harbor. The demand for 
waterfront homesites extends also to 
mobile home owners and one of the most 
selective mobile home villages in Florida 
is Naples Land Yacht Harbor, where 
mobile home owners dock their boats on 
the canals. 

Although it is most popular to keep 
one’s boat at the back door, many 
facilities have been provided over the 
years for mooring boats. The Naples 
Yacht Club received its charter in 1947. 
However, it wasn’t until 1960 that a club 
house and docking facilities were complet- 
ed. Currently there are 300 members and 


last year the club house was expanded to 
twice its size. The club occupies handsome 
quarters overlooking Naples Bay with 
dock space, a handsome dining room, card 
rooms, bar, swimming pool and lounges. 
Over 125 boats in all classifications are 
registered at the Yacht Club and the 
organization enjoys reciprocal privileges 
with other yacht clubs throughout the 
country. 

One of the most active organizations 
in the area is the Naples Flotilla of the 
United States Coast Guard Auxiliary 
which now has its own building, situated 
on the grounds of the Cove Congress Inn. 
The Flotilla holds regular courses in 
boating safety and with the Civil Air 
Patrol maintains a sundown patrol service 
for boats in distress. 

The Naples Cruise Club is one of the 
most popular clubs because of its well 
planned activities for boating enthusiasts. 
The club owns it’s own picnic and docking 
site on one of the Ten Thousand Islands 
where members have erected a shelter, 
installed barbecue equipment and a recre- 
ation area for the small fry. Members 
have regular boat - a - cades through the 
Ten Thousand Islands and one of the 
highlights of the year is the annual 
Christmas dinner served outdoors.

Cruise Club they hope to have a Florida 
Cruise Council which will be part of a 
federation of similar organizations whose 
purpose is to study boating legislation and 
exchange information regarding Florida’s 
wealth of waterways. The Sailing Club is 


also undertaking the building of head- 
quarters for sailing boat owners and 
members of the club. 

The waters around Naples during the 
winter months are daily trafficked with 
some of the most beautiful yachts in 
Florida. Although sailing has been slow in 
starting here, one of the pioneers is 
George Lake who has owned the magnifi- 
cent 31-foot ketch, the Mary Harrison for 
some years. However, most other sailing 
craft are much smaller and many of the 
most ardent sailors are the younger people 
who prefer small craft that can be easily 
launched and hauled atop a car. Along 
with numerous marinas, boating centers 
and clubs the city of Naples provides 
numerous public launching ramps for the 
convenience of the “mobile”? boatsman 
who hauls his boat behind the car. 

At the northern end of Naples many 
of the cooperative apartment houses and 
condominiums have been built along the 
inland waterway and have docking space 
for boats of all sizes. A newly erected 
high-rise apartment house, Beacon 
House, is within yards of Moorings Pass 
and has excellent docking space for 
apartment dwellers who want their boats 
right at home. 

There are numerous resorts in the

A half-million dollars worth of pure 
luxury would very aptly describe the 
Curlew III, glittering from bow to stern 
with its highly polished brass and teak- 
wood. 

The graceful 112-ton auxiliary yacht 
is in every detail what its owner, D. C. 
Ellwood, intended it to be. It has all the 
features of his first yacht, Curlew II, 
along with added luxuries that permit 
living on board with the comforts of 
home. 

The 98-footer was built by Burger 
Boat Co., Manetowauk, Wis., and left the 
yard there Dec. 13, 1957. She has a 24- 
foot beam and seven-foot draft. The hull 
is constructed of steel and all exterior 
woodwork is teak. Two auxiliary motors 
with about 300 h.p. each permit cruising 
at 11 knots. 


Owner of the auxiliary yacht is D. C. Ellwood, 
shown here in a stateroom of his sleek vessel. 
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Capt. Godtfred Pedersen, who was 
aboard the day the ship came off the 
ways, describes her as ‘‘an excellent 
sailer.”’ She is fast for a ship of her type, 
he said, attributing this in part to 5,500 
square feet of sail. 

Staterooms aboard the vessel are 
unusually large with high overheads. All 
rooms are carpeted and air-conditioned. 
The yacht accommodates six passengers 
and a five-man crew. 

Mr. Ellwood has been spending part 
of the winters in Palm Beach since 1947, a 
short time after retiring from the oil 
business in Houston, Tex. He lives aboard 
the Curlew III when away from Texas. 

Formerly of Toronto, Canada, Mr. 
Ellwood went to Texas as a young man 
and started wildcating oil wells. He sold 
his business about 15 years ago and

retired, although he still maintains some 
interests in Houston. 

In recent years he has spent more 
time aboard his yacht traveling from 
Miami and Bahama Islands to Bar 
Harbor, Maine. 

The yacht, fully equipped for long 
cruises, has a Bendix Automatic Direction 
Finder, Radar, Ship-to-Shore telephone 
Loran and Recording Depth-Finder. 

Mr. Ellwood’s first yacht, 81-foot 
Curlew II, was acquired from James H. 
Kimberly, who repurchased the vessel 
when Mr. Ellwood built the Curlew ITT. 

The yacht’s skipper, a Norweigan, has 
served aboard several of society’s yachts, 
including those owned by Mrs. Merri- 
weather Post and a member of the 
Woolworth family. He is a former Navy 
lieutenant.

Jersey to the Florida Keys, the trim, sleek 
lines of Huns Buddy III present a familiar 
picture to hundreds of yachtsmen. The 
50-foot motor yacht and her predecessor, 
Huns Buddy II, has been plying these 
waters for 23 years. 

John H. Richards, owner of the vessel, 
has been known in yachting circles for 35 
years. To some, he is known as an avid 
yachtsman — to others he is known as a 
congenial host of entertainment. There is 
another group of once-a-year “‘sailors’’ at 
St. Edwards Crippled Children’s Home in 
Philadelphia who probably have their 
own special category in which they place 
the Huns Buddy’s owner. 

Mr. Richards has been sharing his 
yacht each year since 1950 with about 50 
youngsters of the children’s home who are 
rarely treated to an outing, especially a 
day-long cruise aboard a luxury yacht. 

It was Mr. Richards who organized 
the cruises in Barnegat Bay 15 years ago 
and watched them become an annual 
highlight for the youngsters. 

The number of visitors aboard Huns 
Buddy III runs into the high figures each 
year no matter where the yacht is docked 
because its owner has an active entertain- 


ment program. Executives of various steel 
mills around the country, with whom Mr. 
Richards is associated in business, are 
among the largest groups entertained 
aboard. 


Frequent cruises are made both from 
Brazilian Docks in Palm Beach and Bay 
Head Yacht Club in New Jersey. Visiting 
or vacationing executives are treated to 
two or three-day cruises enabling them to 
fish or just plain relax. 

Mr. Richards is president and chair- 
man of the board of directors of G. 
Whitfield Richards Co. of Philadelphia, 
the world’s largest tube-drawing lubricant 
manufacturer. 


He founded the business in 1900 and 
has remained active in its operation 
throughout the entire period. His close 
association with the steel industries has 
brought visiting executives aboard his 
yacht from Bethlehem Steel, U.S. Steel, 
Revere Brass and Copper, Anaconda 
Brass, Bridgeport Brass, Colorado Fuel 
and Iron, General Electric, Westinghouse, 
Rome Cable, Reading Tube, American 
Steel and Wire, Republic Steel, Alumi- 
num Company of America, Scoville Man- 
ufacturing Co. and Babcock and Wilcox 
Steel. 

Mr. Richards usually arrives in Palm 
Beach October 1 and leaves the middle of 
May to return to his home in Mantalok- 
ing, New Jersey. While in Palm Beach he 
makes his home at Embassy Apartments. 

The Huns Buddy III reportedly holds 
seniority as the oldest tenant at Brazilian 
Docks. She has been tieing up there for 15 
years and her predecessor, Huns Buddy 
II, for eight years before that. 

Mr. Richards got into the yachting 
field with Huns Buddy I, a 33-foot motor 
yacht whose only home was Bay Head 
Yacht Club. After several years he moved 
into the larger class with number two, a 
40-footer, and finally number three, a 50- 
foot, 25 ton vessel which has proven 
capable of serving all needs. 

In the early years of yachting, Huns 
Buddy I saw water only a few months 
each year. Her larger successor was 
introduced to southern waters frequently 
and now regular cruises are made around 
the southern tip of Florida and up the 
west coast to Everglades City, Ft. Myers 
and Sarasota as well as northern ports. 

Port visits of Huns Buddy III otten 
result in something of a family reunion 
where it is not uncommon to encounter 
Little Buddy, a 43-foot deluxe fishing 
cabin-cruiser owned by George W. Rich- 
ards II, one of the elder Richards’ two 
sons.

Formed after the end 
of World War II, Feadship is an associa- 
tion comprising members of several of the 
finest yacht yards in Holland with the 
services of one of Holland’s most famous 
naval architects. Yards and architect 
have a combined yacht-building experi- 
ence of several hundred years. Workers in 
the yards are men whose families have 
been in the boat building business for 
generations and as craftsmen take ex- 
treme pride in their work. It is always 
comforting to discover the existence of 
artisans and craftsmen in this automated, 
industrial mold assembly line era and it is 
with understandable confidence that 
Feadship states that the experience repre- 
sented makes possible the most seaworthy 
most beautiful and most economical 
yachts to be found anywhere in the world.

season.”’ (Mr. Beakbane’s offices are 
located across the Intracoastal from Pier 
66). 

“Fort Lauderdale had a better natu- 
ral setting for becoming the yachting 
center of the world and for that reason we 
decided on Fort Lauderdale as a loca- 
tion,” said Mr. Beakbane. This past June 
saw the opening of the Los Angeles office 
of Feadship and of course Mr. Beakbane’s 
travels increase accordingly. His trips to 
Kurope are frequent and fast, for in 


addition to boat building, he is involved 


in charters — anywhere in the world (“‘if 
it’s a boat of substance, we can usually 
arrange it’) through National Yacht 
Charters. 

If his trips are interesting, his mail is 
even more so, for in a vast pile of 
envelopes (“‘I save the stamps for kids... 
they really are very interested in them 
and come in to collect them periodical- 
ly.”’) There are postmarks from Denmark, 
Kuwait, Arabia, Germany, Italy, Hondu- 
ras, Japan, Sweden, Yugoslavia, Brazil to 
name just a few—and a most interesting 
communication from a firm called Taiwan 
Yacht Sales on Formosa. Apparently 
there is time for cruising in those waters. 

Mr. Beakbane, who comes from up- 
state New York, traces his nautical 
history back to 1934 ‘“‘when I bought my 
first boat, an 18-foot inboard and I’ve 
never been without one since.’ He has 
made a number of trips between Florida 
and the North and has cruised a good deal 
off the coast. At the moment, the 
Beakbanes own two little launches but 
plans are ahead for a 72-footer that will 
serve as home. 


Feadship has built some very impres- 
sive and luxurious yachts over the years; 
and the list of owners is no less impressive. 
An 86-foot yacht for Commodore Bart- 
ram ot Hobe Sound and Greenwich, 
Connecticut; the 108 foot Lazy Girl now 
owned by George Storer; and the 109-foot 
Santa Maria owned by Henry Ford II. 
The building and completion of these 
yachts in Holland is something Mr. 
Beakbane always urges his clients to see 
because ‘“‘the workers in the yards are 
happy, most of them having spent all 
their lives in this field. They are crafts- 
men who take pride in their work and it 
takes as many as twenty years to become 
a ‘mechanic’, that is, a painter or carpen- 
ter. The apprenticeship produces real 
craftsmen.” 

Mr. Beakbane attributes the interest 
in large yachts — long range off-shore 
cruisers — to several factors, not the least 
of which is the economic prosperity of this 
era. This general high level of economy 
naturally leads to the increased use of a 
yacht for pleasure as well as business, and 
the ownership by business firms is another 
factor in the emergence of larger yachts. 
Mr. Beakbane added another important 
influence. “‘I think the late President 
Kennedy focused a great deal of attention 
on the use of a yacht for conducting 
important conferences and entertaining 
visiting dignitaries when he frequently 
cruised on the Honey Fitz.”’ 

One of the largest yachts Feadship 
has built, the longest ever for a U.S. 
owner, is now under construction for the 
owner from California. The yacht is 146

feet and construction of this luxury 
cruiser is a twenty-two month project. 
Two main engines, 16 feet long and 8 feet 
high, will carry over 25,000 gallons of fuel. 

James Norris and Arthur Wirtz of 
Chicago have ordered a 90-foot yacht 
with fishing deck and fighting chairs. 
Launched in July it is called Blackhawk. 

The largest sport fisherman in the 
world was built for H.E. Sheikh Khalifa 
bin Sheikh Sulman AlKhalifa of Bahrein. 
This twin-screw motor yacht Gazal is 
equipped with a fishing cockpit with two 
American-type fishing chairs with out- 
riggers and a large cooled fish well. It is 
103 feet overall. The yacht has a steaming 
range of about 2,000 miles and boasts 
more comforts than home, including a 
deep freeze, fully automatic washing 
machine, dining room for ten persons with 
a view of the foredeck; a galley equipped 
with double stainless steel dresser, an 
electric cooker with four burners, an oven 
and grill an electric domestic 
refrigerator .. . complete air conditioning 
system, an intercom telephone system, 
and closed-circuit television system. All 
this is in addition to a universal TV set, a 
stereo record-player and band recorder. 
The paneling covers a wide range of 
woods including mahogany, teak, palis- 
sander, walnut, and sycamore. The uphol- 
stery in the owner’s and guests’ cabins 
includes hand-knitted carpets! 

In addition to such yachts as the 
above, Feadship has also delivered cruis- 
ing ships to the Dutch Navy; the Royal 
Dutch yacht, 102 feet in length; and the 
Imperial Iranian Yacht, the 178 foot 
Chahsever. 

It would appear the interest in larger 
yachts and the economic prosperity is 
apparent in many corners of the world! 

Since 1948 when Mr. Denison bought 
and named Broward Marine, that firm 
has built yachts for owners in the 
immediate area as well as over the world. 
Scheduled for delivery in September is the 
102-foot yacht for Kenneth G. Mac Cart 
of Stamford, Connecticut. The 96-foot. 
Alisa V is in California and many of their 
yachts can be seen in the waters of Fort 

_Lauderdale and cruising the Bahamas. 
Mr. Denison travels extensively and he 
also owns a marina in Saugatuck, Michi- 
gan. Both he and Mrs. Denison are busily 
involved with Broward Marine. Mrs. 
Denison’s interest is in the interiors of the 
yachts they have designed and built and 
she does most of them in cooperation with 
the owners. 

The boat show in June featured 
pictures of yachts Broward Marine 
has built. The show drew interested 
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persons from all over the eountry. 
lt is a natural development that the 
building and design of yachts should exist 


in Fort Lauderdale. What better show- 


room could they have than this vast 
network of waterways and what more 
responsive audience than an enthusiastic 
boat-minded populace who can indulge 
their interest year round cruising, fishing, 
sailing? It is no wonder then that the 
marine industry has advanced so to 
become a vital segment of this city’s — 
and county’s — economic picture. 


Sea trials for the Lazy Girl (formerly Heather Il) were conducted in waters of the North Sea which is 
rugged enough to provide a very fine testing ground. The 108-foot boat is owned by George Storer. 
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Main salon of the Lazy Girl shows 
the handsome dining area. 
Effectively lighted recessed buffet 
affords built-in storage beneath 
and provides a setting for 

art, silver and crystal candelabra. 
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W. set out to learn why almost 
everyone (it seems) owns a fishing boat in 
Palm Beach, rises early in the morn, 
disappears for the day off the coast and 
returns in the evening, exhausted, sun- 
burned and smiling contentedly. 

The answer it seems is in a combina- 
tion of things. Some say a day at sea 
relieves them of tension or lets them get 
away from it -all. To others the quiet 
beauty of the slow rolling waves draws 
them to the ocean like a dancer respond- 
ang to music’s rhythmic beat. Others 
speak with excitement of hours-long 
battles with the sailfish, shark or other 
denizen of the deep pitting its strength 
and determination against the skill and 
endurance of the angler. 

I boarded the “C.B.”’ after 7 a.m. 
determined to view the source of the 
magical lure that touches so many on the 
resort. 

The host and hostess, Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert R. Boomhower, are reputed to be 
among the most avid fishermen in Palm 
Beach. Capt. Red McBride, a 19-year 
veteran in the business, eased the 37-foot 
“C.B.” away from the dock at the Sailfish 
Club. The host finished readying the craft 
for sea and relieved Capt. McBride at the 
helm, steering the yacht through the 
narrow inlet at the north end of the resort. 

The captain untied a small line 
lowering a long metal arm from an 
upright position to about a 45 degree 
angle. The arm, held together by a maze 
of wires, extended well out to the side of 
the vessel. 

As he lowered the second arm on the 
opposite side of the boat, I turned to Mrs. 
Boomhower. ‘‘Are those antennae?” I 
asked. She tried unsuccessfully to avoid 
laughing. ““They’re outriggers,”’ she ex- 
plained. ‘“‘“You’ll see how they work in a 
few minutes.” 

We had cleared the inlet and moved 
steadily into the blue water of the 
Atlantic. Captain McBride began break- 
ing out rods and reels and securing bait 
fish that he called ballyhoo and mullet. 

Long lengths of strong wire were tied 
to the hook that had been inserted in the 
bait. The wire would resist the bite of any 
fish, the captain explained. 

He moved to the outrigger while I 
watched with interest, deciding not to risk 
more questions. With the bait trailing in 
the water, the captain took slack in the 
fishing line, hooked it to an oversize 
clothespin and with the aid of a line and 
pulley, moved the clothespin with its 
cargo to the distant end of the outrigger. 

This permits trailing bait off both 
sides of the boat and leaves the entire 
stern free for another angler without fear 
of tangling the trailing lines, he explained. 
The clothespin holds the fishing line 
firmly until a fish strikes. The jerk then 
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pulls the line free of the pin and the angler 
is ready for the fight. 

The explanation was hardly complete 
when the first strike came. Mrs. Boom- 
hower hurriedly lifted the rod and reel 
from its resting place and inserted the 
butt of the rod in the cup of a leather belt 
she wore around the waist, leaving both 
hands free to work the rod and reel.

The ‘‘tug of war” started with the fish 
gaining ground. Bending backward 
against the tug of the unseen fish, Mrs. 
Boomhower held steady as yard after 
yard of line spun from the reel in spite of 
the heavy drag pressure set on the reel. 

Occasionally the fish stopped its 
plunge and the angler seized the opportu- 
nity to reel in a few feet of line. Each such 
effort on the part of Mrs. Boomhower 
seemed to renew the determination of the 
still unseen fish and several more yards of 
line sang from the reel. 

Mr. Boomhower had stopped the 
yacht. “Do you want me to turn and 
chase him,” he asked. ‘“‘I’d consider it a 
favor,” his wife grinned, still bent back- 
ward against the persistent pull of her 
quarry. Mr. Boomhower moved the boat 
slowly in the direction the fish had chosen 
while his wife quickly reeled in the slack 
line. 

Minutes later a fluorescent spot ap- 
peared deep down in the clear blue water. 
With its resistance nearly gone, Mrs. 


Boomhower brought the fish to the 
surface where it made one last effort to 
break free, darting with remarkable speed 
in a wide ark around the stern of the boat. 

“Tt’s a bonita, Capt. McBride said,

pulling the fish aboard. ‘‘He’ll go about 12 
pounds,” Mr. Boomhower estimated. I 
made a quick mental calculation. The 12- 
pound fish had given an impressive battle 
that lasted several minutes. ‘“‘Do the big 
ones hold out very long?” I asked. Mrs. 
Boomhower, I learned, has fought one fish 
as long as four and one-half hours. It was 
a big striped marlin caught off the coast of 
Mexico at Baja, California. Mr. Boom- 
hower had battled for three and one-half 
hours before bringing in a 390-pound 
mako shark. 

It’s battles like these that keep the 
Boomhowers at sea, he explained, taking 
a seat to wait for the next strike. 

Both have been avid fishermen since 
they were children in Manhattan. They 
both surf fished then and in later years 
before moving to Palm Beach. The couple 
were married here 18 years ago, got a boat 
and continued to pursue their favorite 
hobby. 

‘‘We’ve turned loose over 300 sailfish 
from this boat,’’ Mr. Boomhower offered. 
“You don’t bring them in?” I questioned. 
“No one in the Sailfish Club keeps a 
sailfish unless he intends to mount it,” he 
explained. When they’re caught they are 
never brought aboard the boat.

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(Atenes is gaining more yachtsmen 
every year and both the new and old are 
making more and more demands on the 
designers and builders of their vessels. 

Today’s boat owner is looking tor 
more room in a less number of private 
spaces, for example, as opposed to the 
trend a tew years ago of a greater number 
of smaller rooms to accommodate a larger 
number of persons. This observation 
comes from a West Palm Beach boat 
designer whose talent is in demand in 
many parts of the country. 

Jack Hargrave, who has created “‘the 
boat that fits the owner” for clients from 
Calitornia to Italy revealed some of the 
requests he receives from customers and 
explained how the designer and builder 
accomplishes fulfillment of the requests. 

“Probably the greatest trend in 
yachts today is in material,’ Hargrave 
said. About three-fourths of the power 
boats above 50-footers designed by Har- 
grave now have aluminum hulls. This 
does not hold true throughout the boating 
world, but even the general view shows 
aluminum running about even with steel 
in the bigger vessels, the designer said.

In the smaller boats, aluminum is not 
as favored as fiberglass. Most crafts up to 
50 teet have fiberglass or wood hulls. 

Hargrave believes the reason he re- 
ceives a larger number of orders for 
aluminum is because he started in the 
designing business seven years ago when 
that material was first coming on the 
boating scene and from the beginning has 
been closely associated with it. 

Also, yachts continue to increase in 
size, a trend that has existed since the end 
of World War II. This is a difficult area of 
the industry to measure because it is hard 
to pinpoint a standard size boat. ‘‘The 
only thing you can say that is standard 
about boats is they are not standard,” 
Hargrave remarked. “There has always 
been a size variety but the trend appears 
to be toward larger vessels.” 

Another material that has affected 
the boating world in recent years in 
addition to fiberglass is a new one that 


Hargrave thinks designers may be hearing 
more of called Polypropylene. The new 
material is reported to be lighter than 
fiberglass and will float. 

More power, more room, and _ less 
weight is the goal of designers today to 
satisfy their customers. 

There are many ways to gain extra 
space when designing a yacht, Hargrave 
pointed out. For example, switching from 
wood to a fiberglass hull eliminates the 
need of trames which of course adds 
additional inches in all directions. 

Additional power can be furnished by 
more powertul engines if the structure of 
the vessel can be made strong enough to 
withstand the strain. The answer is being 
found in stronger hulls of lighter material 
such as aluminum, which for equal 
strength, comes to about 40 per cent of 
the weight of an identical steel hull. 

Space saving is also a factor in using 
aluminum over some other materials since 
water and tuel tanks can be built into the 
structure leaving more area for living 
space. 

Add to these basic innovations the 
usual modernization of layout and interi- 
or improvements and yachts coming from 
the yard today look considerably ditter- 
ent. 

There is also a tair amount otf requests 
for revision of existing yachts but these 
are mostly for minor changes rather than 
altering basic designs, Hargrave said. A 
drastic change in a boat design is difficult 
to make because boats are designed as an 
entity. 

Hargrave, who has spent a large part 
ot his 43 years on or around boats, sees a 
yacht as a very personal object. 

To appropriately design a boat one 
must get to know the owner. He should 
talk with the man’s wife — go to his house 
and sze how he lives — talk with his 
friends and learn for himself the man’s 
likes and dislikes and the things that 
would best serve his needs, Hargrave 
believes. 

The designer couldn’t be far wrong in 
his approach. His success in the field 
speaks tor itself. The boats he is working 
on this year have a value of some $3.5 
million. 

The majority of the Hargrave- 
designed vessels are for out-of-state cus- 
tomers. He designed two for Italian 
customers, one tor a Montreal man and 
his requests for information come from 
points as distant as Africa, Indonesia, 
Australia, New Zealand, Venezuela, Hol- 
land, England and France, to name a few. 

He has 11 boats now on the drawing 
board ranging trom 37 to 114-footers. He 
currently is negotiating for one 200 feet 
long which will carry 500 passengers. This

who handled the interior design of the 
Hatteras, sees a trend to larger boats to 
give owners the added space they de- 
mand. 

‘“Yacht owners rarely sleep on their 
boats,’ Currie said, ““‘they want them just 
for entertaining and fishing.” 

He also finds a great demand to bring 
boats up-to-date in styling. ‘‘Most of our 
work is in the decoration of new yachts, 
but we also accept jobs of redesigning 
existing and older yachts,” he explained.

Currie described his job as making 
boats more home-like with less mainte- 
nance. Some of the problems inaccomplish- 
ing this include built-in furniture. This 
furniture, such as bunks, is a limiting 
tactor. About the only thing you can do to 
a bunk for example, is provide a stylish 
cover, he explained. Providing proper 
lighting for yachts is another problem. 
Currie said they have resorted to custom 
designing their own lights to overcome 
this.

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A spokesman for John Alden Yacht 
Brokerage in Miami said his firm has 
experienced a demand tor late-model, 
luxurious yachts in the 55-65-foot catego- 
ry and an even greater demand for small, 
fast, runabouts in the 20-30-foot class. 

Yacht sales, the official said, are 
increasing. He tinds fiberglass more com- 
mon in yachts today, “however, the real 
yacht is still made of wood,” he contends. 

His customers seem to want increased 
speed also, even in the larger yachts. ‘“‘In 
the old days, a yacht owner was happy 
with a speed of 12 knots. Now they’re 
asking for 14, 16 or 18 knots and getting 
it, he said. 

J. P. Wade Levering of Florida Yacht 
Sales in Palm Beach finds no exception 
here to the trend. ‘“‘Palm Beachers spend 
an average of $150,000 to $300,000 tor 
their yachts,” he said and they are 
moving to larger and better boats. 

‘There is detinitely more interest — 
more talking about yachts and more 
looking by the public,’ the company 
president said. 

Levering finds two entirely different 
groups of yacht owners. The sports 
tishermen look for small, fast boats and 
the second group here lives aboard and 
cruises tor pleasure, he said. 

“Some boats, in about the 45-toot 
class boast of sleeping large numbers ot 
persons on board, but Palm Beach buyers 
definitely are not interested in this 
feature. People here want larger state- 
rooms with more comfortable accommo- 
dations. Three staterooms, including the 
master stateroom, each sleeping two 
persons is just about right,” he said. 

Levering probably spoke for all yacht 
owners when he summed up the reason tor 
the major trend to less rooms with more 
space. “Just get on a 45-foot boat with 10 
persons for a week’s cruise and run into 
rainy weather,” he laughed. ‘“‘Everyone is 
crowded into a small space and suddenly 
it just isn’t much fun anymore.”

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lee Palm Beach area has long been 
noted for its internationally prominent 
residents ... many of them figureheads in 
the field of sports. 

For the past few years slim, thin, 
smiling young Jimmy Jackson of Delray 
Beach has been the talk of all those 
interested in the exceedingly active sport 
of water-skiing. Small wonder, his record 
of achievement since 1959 reads like an 
Horatio Alger epic. 

Twenty-five years ago this Septem- 


‘ber, when Jimmy was two months of age 


doctors discovered he was seriously af- 
flicted with asthma, suggested his parents 
leave Detroit for a warmer clime. 

At 17, doctors termed him an incura- 
ble asthmatic. Then he started water 
skiing every day, grew eight inches in 
twelve months, attained his present stat- 
ure of 5 feet six inches and has had no 
further asthmatic attacks. 

Today, this happy, muscular speci- 
men of precision coordination has racked 


up more than 250 awards, is the only 
skiier to win the big three in the sport: the 
Masters, Nationals and World Jump 
titles all in one year, 1963. 

Jimmy’s interest in skiing started in 
1957 after watching Joe Cash, then World 
Slalom and Jumping champion, at the 
World Water Ski tournament at Cypress 
Gardens. 

It was February 1958 before this high 
school student could start steady training 
on Delray’s Lake Ida .. . it was also his 
first year of competition and his first 
National tournament. 

In Jimmy’s words: “I didn’t do very 
well, Joe Cash won the Slalom, Jumping 
and Overall that year. 1959 was much 
better for me. I won the Florida State, the 
Regionals and placed second in the 
Nationals in Slalom, Jumping and Over- 
all. 

“I guess the biggest surprise was to 
place second Overall and be selected as 
No. 1 man on the U.S. Ski Team. The 
team went to Italy that year and I was 


third in Trick Riding and sixth Overall 
out of 121 contestants representing 17 
countries. 

“1960 was a slow year,” this young 
man concedes. “‘Only State, Regional and 
National titles to my credit. 1961 was the 
big year for me...I won the State meets, 
Regionals and the Nationals; selected No. 
1 man on the U.S. Team and U.S. Team 
Captain. Won the World Slalom title and 
was runner-up World Jumping Champi- 
One. 

As these World championships are 
always held in September, Jimmy had to 
return to school, this time to Palm Beach 
Junior College where he majored in 
engineering and elementary education. 

James W. “Flea” Jackson (a_nick- 
name created by friends for his remark- 
able agility) has traveled all over the 
world participating in water skiing events 
ever since 1958, has won many unusual 
honors for one so young. 

Honorary Mayor of Delray Beach, 
Sydney, Australia; Singapore, Hong 
Kong, Tokyo... he has won scholarships 
such as the 1962 Kiehaefer Corporation 
award; been given the key to several 
cities. 

Jimmy has received many citations 
from various Civitan and Exchange 
Clubs, the Veterans of Foreign Wars, the 
Delray Beach Chamber of Commerce .. . 
all for “‘outstanding service in stimulating 
better citizenship and for being a good- 
will ambassador throughout the world.” 

A unique honor for this champion is 
his being named the first member of the 
American Water Ski Association’s Bare- 
foot Club . . . members waterski on bare 
feet. In 1963 when the Manley and 
Warringah Water Ski Club held the New 
South Wales championships at Manley 
Dam in Australia, their newly formed 
Barefoot Ski Club of 82 members voted 
Jimmy an honorary member. 

The April 1963 New South Wales Ski 
Association’s official journal reported: 
“One of the highlights of this year’s State 
Championships is the visit of a world 
champion Jimmy Jackson from the 
U.S.A. who is skiing by invitation. The 
crowds at this year’s Victorian Cham- 
pionships were thrilled to see this gentle- 
man jump over 130 feet with little effort 
and he will no doubt exceed this distance 
in Sydney. Skiiers in New South Wales 
have a treat in store. A special function is 
being arranged on Friday evening, March 
22nd, to officially welcome Jimmy Jack- 
son to Sydney,” the journal concludes. 

Jimmy at that time won the only 
trophy of its kind, one commemorating 
the 175th anniversary of the founding of 
Australia . . . he won the men’s Overall 
events; plus two medals, one for his 148- 
foot jump.

By the time Jimmy Jackson was 21 
he had already won a majority of the 
competitive water skiing events. In 1961 
he scored 46 points to become World 
Slalom champ at the 7th World Water Ski 
event at Long Beach, Cal. He was 
runnerup for the World Jumping title 
with a 148.6 foot performance, and was 
U.S. World Team Captain for this meet in 
which the U.S. placed first against fifteen 
other countries. 

Karlier that same year “‘Flea’’ captur- 
ed the U.S. National Slalom and Jumping 
titles at Austin, Tex.; won the Sportsman- 
ship Trophy of the year; became the 
Southern Regional Men’s Overall champi- 
on and rode the waves for five firsts at the 
Minneapolis Aquatennial . . . in Slalom, 
Tricks, Jumping, Overall, Mixed Dou- 
bles. 

With all this excitement, young Jim- 
my managed to graduate from North- 
wood Prep School at Lake Placid, N.Y. 
the same year. 

The year 1962 was eventful. Jimmy 
carted off top honors in both the Nation- 
als and Masters Jump events; won the 
Sportsmanship Award of the year. 

By the time 1963 rolled around, 
Delray’s favorite water sprite was in full 
form. He won three jump titles: Masters, 
National and World . . . the only skiier to 
accomplish this in one season. 

World Championships are held every 
two years, the last being held in Sept. ’63 
at Vichy, France. It was there our Jimmy 
flew over the jump for 131.2 feet for the 
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coveted gold medal and world title .. . 
this in far colder weather than his native 
Florida waters and temperatures. 

Last year the three-time National and 
North American champ; twice All- 
American, International and World title 
holder really went to work. 

He established an official world record 
jump of 150 feet at Ida Cason Callaway 
Gardens at Pine Mountain, Ga. during 
the U.S. vs. the World Water Ski 
Tournament. 

Truth is stranger than fiction... 
Jimmy arrived too late at Callaway 
Gardens to practice on the official ski 
jump, due to taking college exams at 
Palm Beach Junior College. So the next 
day, April 18th, he took to the air, soared 
146 feet to establish the first ‘‘official’’ 
world jumping record sanctioned by the 
World Water Ski Union, easily won the 
first-round competition. That afternoon 
he jumped 145 feet on the first try; on his 
second effort sailed 150-feet from the end 
of the takeoff point to break his own 
record! 

The third and final round of the 
competition found the water rougher and 
more windswept than before, Jimmy 
recalls. He pulled the tow-line tight and 
sailed 145 feet. As he approached the ski 
jump for his last try he swung wide beside 
the two boat, equalled his previous 150- 
foot jump, but fell so this jump was not 
scored. 

Jimmy’s 146-foot final round jump 
combined with 28 out of 30 possible form

points, earned him first place in that 
round as well as all of the other rounds... 
earned the U.S. team 4000 overall points. 

A year ago this August Jimmy Jack- 
son successfully defended his National 
Jumping title at Webster, Mass. Once 
again it was spectacular. As the first 
entrant in the contest he reached 134, 138 
and 147 feet. Then he watched 34 others 
try to equal his distance. The closest was 
141. 

Then this colorful competitor made 
three exhibiton jumps for an unofficial try 
at the world record. Results — 151, 155 
and 159 feet — the previous national 
record, 155! 

Windup of that competition found 
Jimmy first in jumping, 4th in men’s 
slalom, 5th in the men’s trick event, 
runner-up for the National Overall crown. 

A member of the Hedlund Manufac- 
turing Company’s water ski advisory 
board since 1963 due to his outstanding 
record as a tournament skiier and his 
extensive knowledge of the sport, Jimmy 
lives a well-rounded life. A member of the 
Naval Reserve, he trains as a Seabee; 
hobbies include swimming, diving, snow 
skiing, model airplanes. 

As Jimmy’s parents, T. L. (Tandy 
Lee) and Marie Henry Jackson, were the 
first to build in the Lake Ida area of 
Delray, this world champ any day may be 
viewed practicing on the lake. 

Last summer Jimmy Jackson organiz- 
ed the world’s first municipality-spon- 
sored water ski school with the full 
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cooperation of the Delray Beach Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the city recreation 
department. More than 176 youngsters, 
ranging from 5 years upward to adults, 
participated in the first program, many of 
whom advanced to one ski. 

Since last summer Jimmy and volun- 
teer ski-mother, sprightly Sara (Mrs. 
Wilford A.) Caldwell, have spent much 
time at Lake Ida teaching adults trom 1 
to 3 p.m. on Tuesdays and Thursdays; 
children on Monday, Tuesday, Thursday 
and Fridays from 3 to5... after Jimmy’s 
college classes are finished for the day. 

Plans for this summer at Lake Ida 
include three afternoons of competitive 
water-skiing, available to any student. 
There is coaching for actual competitive 
events — slalom, tricks, jumping; this 
beside a five-day week with classes from 
nine to noon, one until four. 

There are many promising young 
skiers practicing on Lake Ida’s waves, 
but Jimmy Jackson thinks the most 
oustanding examples are Helen and Ken 
Murry’s youngsters: Don, 16; Kenny, 12; 
Cindy of water ballet fame, 8; Mark, 5. 
Also the Persifor Frazers’ young Randy; 
Jane Cromer’s son Marshall. 

“Water skiing is fun, it’s a thrilling 
sport, an easy one to learn,” says Jimmy. 
“It is high on the list recommended for 
developing physical fitness and body 
coordination. When guideposts of safety 
are followed, it certainly should be en- 
couraged.”’

“To be a champion of this sport takes 
discipline of mind, dedication of body. 
When I was learning and after I decided I 
wanted to become a champion, I prac- 
ticed seven, eight, ten hours a day. 

““A championship is not decided as 
much on ability, but on how well you 
concentrate on not making mistakes. . 
how well you survive the stress and strain 
of intense competition.” This from the 
young man who recently won the Interna- 
tional jumping title in Mexico, setting a 
record of 134 feet.

Dining aboard ship is half the fun of a summer cruise and with an imaginative cook in the galley, it 


is the highlight of a lazy day at sea. 


§ bees: is something about salty sea 
breezes and the roll of a ship beneath the 
feet that whets the laziest appetites. 
Aboard a boat, even picky eaters become 
ravenously hungry. 

Obviously, the first rule for cooking 
afloat is to have plenty of sandwiches, 
crackers, fresh fruit and cookies on board, 
to fillin the hungry gaps between meals. 

Meal-making plans naturally depend 
on the size of the galley and the cooking 
facilities. But even on a small boat, a 
portable cooler for dry ice will keep frozen 
food safely for five or six days. There are 
even portable refrigerators using electrici- 
ty or propane gas. 

For the good cook with an active 
imagination, cooking afloat is a pleasure 
and a challenge! 

Some sea-going cooks planning a 
weekend cruise do all possible preparation 
of food at home, even getting the main 
dish into a casserole, bringing it aboard to 
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The trick is in preparing many dishes ahead of sailing time. 


store in the cooler ready for cooking at 
meal time. 

It seems the most natural and desir- 
able thing in the world to serve fish and 
seafood while cruising. James Beard, the 
noted food expert, once said that with 
canned salmon, tuna fish and sardines in 
the pantry, he was always ready for 
unexpected guests. 

Possibly it seems silly to keep canned 
fish on board when the waters around the 
boat teem with the real, live varieties. But 
there always will be days when the catch 
will be disappointing. Then it’s cans to 
the rescue! 

What a wonderful assortment we 
have to choose from — clams, crab meat, 
lobster, oysters, shrimp, and so on. 

Of course, for the true lover of fish, 
nothing quite equals the good crisp taste 
of a batch of fresh-caught fish, popped 
into the pan to fry minutes after leaving 
its watery home. |

Gourmets agree that the less done toa 
delicately flavored fish, such as trout, the 
better it will be. Simple, broiled fish, 
served with melted butter, a sprinkle of 
paprika and a wedge of Florida lime, is a 
never-failing favorite. 

Blander fish such as perch or red 
snapper benefit from poaching in Court 
Bouillon or well-seasoned wine and water 
liquid. 

An excellent Court Bouillon can be 
made by simmering fish bones and heads 
in two quarts cold water to %4 cup white 
wine, straining and adding vegetable 
seasonings. If available, sliced carrots, 
onions, bay leaf, fresh parsley, thyme, 
cloves and peppercorns should be brought 
to a boil in the liquid, then simmered 
gently 30 minutes, or until flavors blend. 
Then the mixture is strained and the 
liquid used for cooking the fish. 

The cardinal sin is overcooking fish. 
Just as soon as it reaches the flaky stage, 
it is ready to eat, and the sooner the 
better. Fish actually changes flavor with- 
in minutes after it is cooked. 

While deep-fat frying cannot safely be 
done aboard a boat, pan frying is practi- 
cal, using a heavy iron skillet. Do handle 
the fish with loving care, rolling it gently 
in any breading mixture then slipping it 
into fat just below the smoking hot stage. 
Properly fried fish is heavenly fare — 
even for breakfast! 

Of all types of food taken from the 
water, probably the most versatile is 
seafood — and by that, we mean shrimp, 
crabs, crawfish, clams, lobsters, scallops, 
oysters. It is quick and easy to prepare 
(with the possible exception of live crabs 
and lobsters) and is good at any meal 
from sunup to sundown. And it moves 
with ease from a simple canape spread to 
an exotic curry. 

Most important requirement is that 
seatood be fresh, cooked as soon as 
possible and served without delay, espe- 
cially on board a boat on a sunny day. If 
frozen, seafood should be thawed natural- 
ly and thoroughly before cooking.

Cooking with wine enhances the fine 
flavor of seafood but it should be used 


with a light touch and never dominate the 
dish. A pale, dry, light California sherry is 
practically a must in the cruising cook’s 
locker. If there is room, a good red wine 
might be added for meats and a bottle of 
Kirsch to be used with fruit desserts. 


Also handy to have aboard are season- 
ings that marry well with seafood: papri- 
ka, seasoned salt, dried celery, green 
pepper and onion flakes, soy and Worces- 
tershire sauces, onion juice and pepper- 
corns. 

Ship’s stores should also include (for 
use in sauces) evaporated canned milk, 
Pream, processed cheese in jars, canned 
cheese rarebit, vegetable oil and shorten- 
ing, mayonnaise, vinegar, cornstarch, 
flour and gelatin. 

However, these are just random sug- 
gestions. The only way to have every- 
thing needed on hand and in its right 
place is to plan menus before starting a 
cruise, then make a list of staples to be 
stored in the food locker. A separate list of 
perishables such as meat, vegetables, and 
dairy products will cover trips into port 
for provisions.

Another boat that can claim the title 
of ‘one of a kind” is The Big Dipper, 
designed and built by long-time Naples’ 
resident B. W. (Ben) Morris. Mr. Morris 
has an affinity to boats; he has 14 
scattered throughout the Bahamas where 
he has a home at Harbour Island as well 
as in Naples. All of his boats are black and 
The Big Dipper, which is 80 feet long, is 
the largest boat of any kind that has been 
built in Collier County. It is built of 
native material and all local labor was 
used in constructing this unusual vessel. 
Mr. Morris originally intended that the 
boat be used by the Army Engineers as a 
survey vessel for new ports along the 
inter-coastal waterways.

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big fish come to the weed to feed on small 
shrimp and fish living in it. We often stop 
trolling and cast alongside theweed,’’ he 
said. 

Within minutes the strike came and 
almost simultaneously a second rod bent 
sharply. Both fish shook the hook but a 
third one didn’t. The ensuing battle 
closely paralleled the earlier one for Mrs. 
Boomhower and within minutes another 
bonita, similar in size to the first, was 
brought alongside. 

Do the big fish move around much? I 
asked Mr. Boomhower. He reached into a 
drawer and withdrew a stack of cards. 
Attached to each card was a_ short 
monofilament line with a small capsule on 
one end and a tiny metal spear on the 
other. 

‘“‘Kach time we catch a sailfish we 
insert this small spear under the dorsel fin 
before releasing him. The card is filled out 
giving the estimated weight and length of 
the fish, the date and where he was caught 
and we mail the card to the Oceanograph- 
ic Institute in Woods Hole, Mass.,”’ he 
said. The object is to study the migratory 
habits of the sailfish. If one is caught 
anywhere with a tag, the capsule can be 
opened wherein a slip of paper requests, in 
four languages, information about the

size of the fish and where it was caught. 

The only one caught in the Bahamas 
with a tag was one Mr. Boomhower 
tagged off Palm Beach 18 days earlier. 
Others the fisherman is aware of have 
been caught off the coast of Texas. 

A publication showing world record 
catches of various fish lists Mr. Boom- 
hower as holding the record for the largest 
amberjack caught on a 20-pound test line. 
The fish, caught off the Palm Beach coast 
Feb. 26, 1964 weighed 101! and mea- 
sured five feet and one inch. The angler’s 
skill, however, is not monopolized by Mr. 
Boomhower in his family. In addition to 
his wife’s proven abilities, Charles, a 13- 
year-old son, has claimed three of the past 
five annual awards presented by the 
Sailfish Club in their junior division 
championship fishing contests. Sandra, a 
16-year-old daughter, took the award 
once in the junior division and another in 
the teenage division. 

So it appears fishing is here to stay for 
the Boomhowers. When each trip out 
offers the same potential excitement as 
the last one it’s hard to miss. Any strike 
could be the one that starts another four- 
hour battle in the test of skill against 
strength, and who knows which one will 
set another world record.
